It is vi‘tual- 
ly certain, however, that he will 
speak in St. Louis later and probably 
in Kansas City also, on a coast-to- 
coast trip starting about Jufy 10. 

The President cabled the defin.te 
information that if the ‘:ermans 
signed the peace freaty he hopes to 
get away June 24 or 25. Bartier in- 
formajion had been he might 
leave about June 22. 

The George Washington, the Presi- 
dent’s ship, requires about nine days 
for the trip. Assuming that he leaves 
Paris Juné he will reach Wash- 
ington on or about July 4. 

Address Congress First. 

Almost immediately after his ar- 
rival at the capital he. will address 
Congress. He then will spend sev- 
eral days on business requiring his 
attention here before starting his trip 
to the coast. : ; 

' A tentative itinerary for this trip 
was mailed to the President by Sec- 
retary Tumulty and has been in the 
resident's hands for two or three 
days. It is likely that his plans will 
he definitely announced immediately 
upon his departure for America, in 
order that ample time may be given 
for preparations in the various cities 
that he will visit. The itinerary as 
prepared by Tumulty is not. complete 
and is subject to the approval of the 
President before being announced. It 
is expected that the President 
spend three weeks on the tour. 

The President did not say how his 
plans would be affected by refusal 
of the Germans to sign the treaty.

They seem to think that Ger- 
many has only to ‘make sacri- 
fices in order to attain peace,’ as 
if this were but the end of some 
mere struggle for territory and 
power. The allied and associ- 
ated Powers therefore feel it 
necessary to begin their reply by 
a clear statement of the judg- 
ment of the world, which has 
been forged by practically the 
whole of civilized mankind. 

Crime Against Humanity. 

‘In the view of the allied and 
associated Powers, the war 
which began on Aug: 1, 1914, 
was the greatest crime against 
humanity and freedom of the 
people that any nation calling 
itself civilized has ever con- 
sciously committed. For many 
years the rulers of Germany, 
true to the Prussian tradition, 
strove for a position of domi- 
nance in Europe. They were not 
satisfied with that growing pros- 
perity and influence to which 
Germany was entitled, and 
which all other nations were 
willing ta, accord her; they re- 
quired that they should be able 
to dictate and tyrannize over a 
subservient Europe, as they dic- 
tated and tyrannized over a sub- 
servient Germany. 

“In order to attain their ends 
they used every channel through 
which to educate their own sub- 
jects in the doctrine that might 
was right in international af- 
fairs. They never ceased to ex- 
pand German armaments by 
land and sea and to propagate 
the falsehood that it was neces- 
sary because Germany's neigh- 
bors were jealous of her pros- 
perity and power. 

“She sought to sow hostility 
and suspicion, instead of friend- 
ship, between nations. The Ger- 
mans developed a system of es- 
pionage and _ intrigue through 
which they were enabled to stir 
up international rebellion and 
even to make secret offensive 
preparations within the territory 
of their neighbors whereby the? 
when the moment came, 
strike them down with greater 
certainty and ease. They Kept 
Europe in a ferment by threats 
of violence, and when they found 
that their neighbors were re- 
solved to resist, th ey determined 
to assert their predominance in 
Europe by force.

Encouraged War on Serbia. 

‘Ag soon as their preparations 
were complete they encouraged 
a subservient ally to declare war 
on Serbia on 48 hours’ -notice 
__a war involving the control of 
the Balkatis. which they knew 
could not be localized, and which 
was bound to unchain a general 
war. 

“In order to make double sure 
they refused any attempt at con- 
ciliation and conference, until it 
was too late, and the world war 
was inevitable, for which they 
had plotted, and they alone 
among the nations were ade- 
quately equipped and prepared. 

“Germany's responsibility is 
not confined to having planned 
and started the war. She is no 
less responsible for the savage 
and inhuman manner in which 
it was conducted. Though Ger- 
many was herself the guarantor 
of Belgium, Germany violated 
her solemn promise to respect 
selgium’'s neutrality 

“Not with this, 
deliberately carried out a series 
of promiscuous shootings and 
burnings with the object 
of terrifying the inhabitants into 
submission bv the very frightful- 
ness of their action. They were 
the first to use poisonous gas, 
notwithstanding the appalling 
suffering it entailed. They be- 
gan the bombing and long dis- 
tance shelling of towns, for no 
military object, but solely for 
the purpose of reducing the 
morale of their opponents by 
striking at their women and 
children. 

The Submarine Campaign. 

“They commenced the subma- 
rine campaign with its piratical 
challenge to international law, 
and its destruction of great num- 
bers of innocent passengers and 
sailors in mid-ocean, far from 
succor, at the mercy of 
winds and the waves, and the 
yet more ruthless submarine 
crews. They drove thousands of 
women and children with brutal 
savagery into slavery in foreign 
lands; they allowed barbarities

Attitude Defined by Wilson. 

“This attitude of the allied and 
associated Powers was made 
perfectly clear to Germany dur- 
ing the war by their principal 
statesmen. It was defined by 
President Wilson in his speech 
of April 6, 1918, and explicitly 
and categorically accepted by 
the German people as a principle 
covering the peace, ‘Let every- 
thing that we say, my fellow- 
countrymen, everything that we 
henceforth plan and accomplish, 
ring true to this response till the 
majesty and might of our con- 
certed power shall fill the 
thought and utterly defeat the 
force of those who flout and mis- 
prize what we honor and hold 
dear. Germany has once more 
said that force, and force alone, 
shall decide whether justice and 
peace shall reign in the affairs 
of men, whether right, as Amer- 
ica conceives it, or dominion, as 
she conceives it, shall determine 
the destinies of mankind. There 
is, therefore, but one response 
forus: * * *® force, force to 
the utmost, force without stint 
or limit, the righteous and tri- 
umphant force which shall make 
the law of the world and cast 
every selfish dominion down in 
the dust.’ ”’ 

M. Clemenceau in the letter 
also quotes from speeches deliv- 
ered by Premier Llovd George 
of Great Britain, himself as Pre- 
mier of France, and Premier Or- 
lando of Italy, in which it was 
specifically declared that when 
victory was won, compromise as 
to peace terms was impossible 
and just punishment should be 
meted vut, and continues: 


Justice the ‘nly Basis. 

“Justice, therefore, is the only 
possible basis for the settlement 
of the acco: xts of this terrible 
war. Justice is what the Ger- 
man delegation asks for and says 
that Germany has been promised. 
But it must be justice for all 
There must be justice for the 
dead and wounded and for those 
who have been made orphans 
and bereaved that Europe might 
be free from Prussian despotism. 
There must be justice for the 
peoples who now stagger under 
war debts, which exceed $30.- 
000,000,000, that liberty might 
be saved. There must be just- 
tice for those millions whose 


homes and lands, ships and prop- 


erty, yermany savagery 
spoliated and destroved. 
is why the Allied and 
Associated Powers have insisted 
as a cardital feature ‘of the 
treaty that Germany must un- 
dertake to make refaration to 
the very uttermost of her pow- 
er, for reparation for-wrongs in- 
flicted is of the essence of jus- 
tice 

Why Germany Must Submit. 

“That is why they insist that 
those individuals who are 
clearly responsible for German 
aggression and for those acts of 
barbarism and inhumanity 
which have disgraced the Ger- 
man conduct of the war must 
be handed over to justice, 
which has not been meted out to 
them at home

cenquest had vanished. Through- 
out the war, as before the war. 
the German people and their 
representatives supported § the 
war, voted the credits, sub- 
scribed to the war loans, obeyed 
every order, however savage, of 
their Government. They shared 
the responsibility for the policy 
of the Government, for, at any 
moment, had they willed it, they 
could have reversed it. Had that 
policy succeeded they would 
have acclaimed it with the same 
enthusiasm with which they 
welcomed the outbreak of the 
war. ° 

Change Too Long Deferred. 

“They cannot now pretend, 
having changed their rules after 
the war was lost, that it is jus- 
tice that they escape the conse- 
quences of their deeds. 

“The allied and associated 
Powers therefore believe that 
the peace they have proposed is 
fundamentally a peace of jus- 
tice. They are no less certain 
that it is a peace of right on the 
terms agreed. There can be no 
doubt as-to the intention of the 
allied and associated Powers to 
rase the settlement of Europe 
on the principles of freeing op- 
pressed peoples and redrawing 
national boundaries as far as 
possible in accordance of the 
will of the peoples concerned 
while giving to each the facill- 
ties to live an independent na- 
tional and.economic life 

“Thee- intentions were made 
clear not only in’ President 
Wilson's address to Congress of 
Jan. 8, 1918, but in ‘The princi- 
ples of settlement enunciated in 
his subsequent addresses,’ which 
was the agreed basis of the 
peace. A memorandum on this 
point is attached to thig letter. 

“Acordingly, the Allied and 
Associated Powers have provided 
for the re-constitution of Po- 
land as an independent § astate 
with ‘free and secure access to 
the sea.’ All ‘territories inhab- 
ited by tndubitably Polish pop- 
ulations’ have been accorded to 
Poland. All territories inhab- 
ited by German majorities, save 
for a few isolated towns and col- 
onies established on land recent- 
ly forcibly expropriated and sit- 
uated in the midst of indubita- 
bly Polish territory, have been 
left to Germany. Wherever the 
will of the people is in doubt, a 
plebiscite has been provided for. 

“Danzig has been constituted 
as a free city, so that the inhab- 
itants will be ac tonomous and do 
not come under Polish rule or 
form any part of the Polish 
state. Poland has been given 
certain economic right in Dan- 
zig, and the city itself has been 
severed from Germany 
in no other way was it possible 
to provide for that ‘free and se- 
cure access to the sea’ which 
Germany has promised to con- 
cede it," 

“The German counter pro- 
posals entirely conflict with the 
agreed basis of peace. They pro- 
vide that great majorities of tn- 
disputably Polish population 
shall be kept under German 
rule. They deny secure access 
to the sea to a nation of over 
-9,000,000 people, whose na- 
tionals are in a matfority all the 
way to the coast, in order to 
maintain territoria! connection’ 
hetween East and West Prussia. 
and whose trade has always 
been mainly sea borne

“The allied and associated 
Powers.” it continues, “there- 
fore, require a declaration from 
the German delegation within 
five days (it has now been made 
7 days) that they are prepared 
to sign the treaty as now amend- 
ed. If they declare within the 
period that they are prepared to 
sign the treaty as it stands ar- 
rangement will be made for the 
immediate signature of the 
peace at Versailles. In default 
of such a declaration this com- 
munication constitutes the mod- 
ification provided for in Article 
11 of the convention of the 16th 
of February, 1919, prolonging 
the armisti@e signed on the 1lith 
of November, 1918, and again 
prolonged by the agreement of 
the 138th of December, 1918, and 
the 16th of January, 1919, and 
the said armistice will then ter- 
minate and the allied and asso- 
ciated Powers will take such 
steps as they think needful to 
force their terms.” 

The detailed reply follows ex- 
actly the scheme of the orig- 
inal conditions of peace, which 
was in turn followed by the Ger- 
mans in their counter proposals. 
It says that it cannot be disput- 
ed that the allied statesmen have 
never expressed a desire for any 
other peace than one which 
would undo the wrongs of 1914, 
vindicate justice and _ interna- 
tional right and;reconstruct the 
political foundations of Europe, 
which would give liberty to all 
its peoples and therefore the 
prospect of a lasting peace. 

The German claim of a con- 
tradiction between the terms of 
the treaty and President Wil- 
son's promise of justice to the 
German people is met by a quo- 
tation demanding ‘‘the destruc- 
tion of every arbitrary Power 
everywhere that can separately, 
secretly and of its single choice 
disturb the peace of the world.” 

If, similarly, it says, the Ger- 
mans claim contradiction in ter- 
ritorial claims, it must be borne 
in mind that this is not the re- 
sult of any purpose to act un- 
justly toward Germany, but 
rather of the fact that an ap- 
preciable amount of Germnian ter- 
ritory consisted of districts un- 
justly appropriated by her inthe 
past. 

Germany Economically Intact. 

The economic obligations are 
answered by the statement that 
Germany's economie condition is 
intact and in no wise crippled by 
a devastation like that brought 
upon the allied. people. The Ger- 
man contention that peoples 
have been bartered about, is de- 
clared to be similarly confound- 
ed, as every territorial settlement 
has been reached = § after most 
careful and labored considera- 
tion of ractal, religious and lin- 
guistic factors and the legiti- 
mate hopes of peoples long un- 
der alien rule. 

Germany's complaint that she 
has not been invited to join the 
league of nations, it says, cannot 
find justification in any of Presi- 
dent Wilson's. declarations, for 
he carefully laid down that such 
admission was possible only 
after Germany had proved her 
character. . 

With regard to the league of 
nations, it is stated that the al- * 
lied and associated Powers have 
never had the intention of defi- 
nitely excluding Germany or any 
other Power from membership 
and that every country whose 
government has proved its sta- 
bility and its desire to observe 
international obligations will be 
supported in its demands for ad- 
mission. It adds that in Ger- 
manys case. the events of the 
past five years prove the need of 
a definite test, the length of 
which will depend on the acts of 
the German Government, espe- 
Clally toward the treaty. 


Reduction of Armaments. 

The inclusion in the covenant 
of the German proposals re- 
garding economic questions is 
considered unnecessary. The al- 
lied ahd associated Powers will 
guarantee protection, under the 
league,.of German minorities in 
ceded territories, and intend to 
open negotiations immediately 
for a general reduction of arma- 
ments, as provided in the cov- 
enant, in the expectation that 
Germany carries out h en- 
gagements in this regard. “©” 

Part three of the detailed re- 
ply deals with European politi- 
cal clauses. It says the terri- 
tories of Eupen and Malmedy 
have continued In close relation 
with Belgium, despite a century 
of Prussianization and that the 
reunion of these territories with 
Belgium seems justified. The 
communal woods in Prussian 
Moresnet are awarded to Bel- 
gium in partial compensation for 
the destruction of Belgian for- 
ests. 

With regard to Schleswig the 
reply says the plebiscite in 


A 


evacuated by the Germans and 
administered on the spot and at 
the end of 15 years will be free 
to choose its own sovereignty. 

Coneerning Alsace Lorraine, 
the. reply says a plebiscite there 
cannot be admitted because ‘the 
whole purpose of the provisions 
in regard to these provinces. has 
been, so far as possible, to re- 
pair the injustice committed in 
1871 and to restore the situation 
then prevailing as far as it is 
possible after 50 years of suffer- 
ing. 

It is added that the will of the 
inhabitants has been amply at- 
fested by the unanimous pro- 
tests against annexation voiced 
by their representatives at Bor- 
deaux in 1871 and repeated 
many other times since, even 
at the cost of their own tran- 
quility and interest. There is no 
intention, says the reply, of ap- 
plying the general principle ot 
the treaty that states taking over 
ceded territory should bear part 
of the public debt of the ceding 
state and pay for the public 
property, as it is intended that 
France should recover these 
provinces without prejudice. 
Problems of Eastern Frontier. 

The other parts of the de- 
tailed reply deal with the prin- 
ciples to be followed in deter- 
mining the Eastern frontiers of 
Germany and concerning Lux- 
emburg, Austria and Russia. It 
is stated that it has been de- 
termined to re-establish the 
Polish state; that the German 
observations, regarding lI.uxem- 
burg require no answer because 
of Germany's violation of Lux- 
emburg's neutrality and Luxem- 
burg’s denunciation of the Kast- 
ern union. None of the German 
contentions with regard to Rus- 
sia are considered to require a 
change in the treaty. 

With the regard to the Saar 
region, the reply says no altera- 
tion is permissible in the terms 
provided. 

“The allied and associated 
Powers,” says the reply, “with 
regard to the Saar region, have 
sought to impose for the de- 
struction of the mines of North- 
ern France a form of repara- 
tion which by its exceptional na- 
ture will for a limited period be 
a definite and visible symbol, At 
the same time they intend by as- 
suring themselves of the imme- 
diate possession of actual se- 
curity, to escape the risks to 
which the German memoir itself 
has drawn tention. 

“The intefests of the inhabi- 
tants have,fhowever, been most 
scrupuloushy saferuarded; they 
will live for the first time since 
their forcible annexation of 
Prussia and Bavaria “under a 
Government nation in the inde- 
pendence of which it was justly 
deprived more than a_ century 
ago. This was one of the great- 
est wrongs of which history has 
a record, the memory and the 
result of which has for long 
poisoned the political life of a 
large part of Europe and which 
Was one of the essential steps 
by which the military power of 
Prussia was built up and the 
whole political life first of 
Prussia and Germany pervert- 
ed.”’ 

Posen and West: Prussia. 


A second principle governing 
the action of the allied Powers 
is that there shall be included in 
the restored Poland all-those dis- 


. tricts inhabited by an indusputa- 


bly Polish population. Dealing. 
with Posen and West Prussia 
the detailed reply says : 

“These two provinces, which 
were predominantly Polish 
when the partition took place, 
might have been restoréd to Po- 
land almost in their entirety, ac- 
cording to the strict'law of his- 
toric retribution, but insteed 
there has been left to Germany, 
in an effort to avoid even the ap- 
pearance of injustice, and de- 
spite Germany's brutal coloniza- 
tion policy, all those districts in 
the west on which there is an 
undisputed German predomi- 
nance, contiguous to Germany. 
Nevertheless, the frontiers have 
been carefully reconsidered, and 
certain modifications made _ in 
detail. In particular the histor- 
ical frontier between Pomera- 


nia and West Prussia is to be 


re-established.’’ 

East Prussia—Germany’s re- 
fusal to accept the separation of 
East Prussia from the rest of 
Germany is met by the state- 
ment that~East Prussia was so 
separated for many hundreds 
of years, has nveen always recog- 
nized in Germany as a German 
colony, and not as an original 
German land. It was not actu- 
ally included the political 
frontiers of Germany until 1866, 
it is said. It is pointed out that 
Germany's objection to the hold- 
ing of a plebiscite in certain 
parts of East Prussia causes 
surprise, especially when she ad- 
mits doubt as to the nationality 
of the inhabitants and professes 
assent to the principle of self- 
determination. 


Danzig—Tie provisions as to

Memel—The reply states that’ 
the cession of Memel does not 
conflict with the principles of 
nationality, for while the city .t- 
self is in large part German, the 
district as a whole has always 
been Lithuanian. 

Upper Silesia—While Upper 
Silesia was not formerly part of 
the kingdom of Poland, the ma- 
jcrity of its population are Pol- 
ish in origin and speech. In def- 
erence to the German claims, 
however, the territory shall nut 
be immediately ceded to Poland, 
but a plebiscite shall be held in 
order to meet any further criti- 
cism. The liquidation of Ger- 
man property there is to be safe- 
guarded and Germany will be 
allowed to purchase mineral 
products, including coal, on the

The destruction will be solely to 
prevent the refortification or the 
island. 
No Concessions as to Colonies. 
The reply states that no con- 
cessions can be made as to for- 
mer German colonies and Ger- 
man rights outside of Europe. 
It is declared that the allied and 
associated Governments cannot 
“again abandon 13,000,000 or 
14,000,000 persons to a fate 
from which the war has deliv- 
ered them.” Abuses which have 
attended German colonial civ- 
ilization are said to have been 
admitted by German leaders and 
it is felt necessary to guard the 
security of the colonies and the 
peace of the world against a 
military imperialism which 
sought to establish a basis for 
interference and _ intimidation 


population would go to the Ger- 
man colonies. The principles of 
private rights will apply to rail- 
roads and mines if Germany can 
prove their private ownership, 
with the exception of the case 
of Kiauchau. The natives of the 
colonies which will be adminis- 
tered under mandatories will not 
bear any part of the German 
debt and the allies reserve full 
liberty to determine the condi- 
tions under which Germans may 
establish themselves in colonial! 
regions. They ask that Germa- 
ny agree in advance to humani- 
tarian conventiors.as to the traf- 
fic in arms, spirits and the like. 

Military Terms Discusscd. 

The military terms were not 
drawn solely with a view of 
making it impossible for Ger- 
many to resume her -policy of 
military aggression but also as
